Rumors of foul play were current 
at Rrownstown Sunday and the cor­ 
oner, William Dickmeyer, was called 
to investigate. 
The inquest was held 
Sunday and a number of witnesses 
were examined as to the condition in 
which the body vras found. 
No one 
saw the shot fired or heard the re­ 
port. 
The body was removed to 
Louis Pardeiek’s Undertaking estab­ 
lishment at Brownstown and prepar­ 
ed for burial. 
Witnesses at the inquest testified 
that Burrell had been to Shale Hill 
Saturday night to visit a friend but 
had left there about 7 o’clock in the 
evening. 
He was seen on the streets 
in Brownstown later and is said to 
have started for his home about 9 
o’clock. 
Burrell lived with his broth­ 
er, George Burrell, a farmer and 
would have had to pass the Ilorst- 
and farm to reach his home. 
It is 
believed that he was carrying the 
gun, probably with the muzzle point­ 
ed towards him when it was accident­ 
ly discharged. 
Burrell w as the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Reuben Burrell, both deceased. 
He 
was born in Brow nstow n, May 6,1891 
and spent bis entire life in that vicin­ 
ity. 
lie leaves several brothers and 
«isters, among whom arc George, of 
Brownstown 
township, 
Mrs. 
Karl 
Browning, of Brownstown, and Bart 
Burrell, of Indianapolis. 
Coroner Diekemeyer concluded his

Head of Company Declares That Pro­ 


posed Schedule Would Not Allow 


Revenue for Dividends. 


Shortly before 3 o’clock this afte r­ 
noon Chester P. Wilson, president of 
the Interstate Public Service Com­ 
pany, which operates the local elec­ 
tric light plant, arrived at the city 
building and immediately went into 
conference with Mayor Ross con­ 
cerning the schedule of rates offered 
last Friday by the city at the hearing 
before James L. Clark, a member of 
the Indiana Public Serv ice Commis­ 
sion. 
Mr. Wilson was accompanied 
by Frank Smith, an official of the 
company. 
Mr. Wilson at the outset of the con­ 
ference stated that he and other offi­ 
cers of the company had figured just 
what the new rates would mean and 
declared that it would be impossible 
for the company to pay interest on 
the capital stock and bonds on the 
schedule proposed. 
They insisted 
that the rates were too low and that 
the company is entitled to a more fav­ 
orable schedule. 
Mayor Ross showed no inclination 
to submit another offer. 
He is firmly 
of the opinion that while the proposed 
rates mean some reduction for the 
patrons they are no better and prob­ 
ably not as good as the Indiana Com­ 
mission would give if the case were 
carried before it. 
He has stated that 
the offer of the city is final and that 
if the company does not desire to ac­ 
cept it it can arrange to fight the 
city’s petition before the commission. 
In that case a valuation would have 
to be placed on the property. 
At 3:30 o’clock Mr. Wilson told a 
representative of the Republican that 
his company had not reached a de­ 
cision about the matter and that he 
came here this afternoon to talk over 
i;he rates with Mayor Ross and en­ 
deavor to show him that they are too 
ow.

HE first century of colonial life 
saw’ few set times and days 
for pleasure. The holy days of 
the English church were as a 
stench to the I’uritan nostrils, and their 
public celebration was at once rigidly 
forbidden by the laws of New Eng­ 
land. 
New 
holidays 
were 
not 
quickly 
evolved, and the sober gatherings for 
matters of church and state for a time 
took their place. The hatred of “wan­ 
ton bacchanalian Christmases” spent 
throughout England, as Cotton said, in 
“reveling, 
dicing, carding, 
masking 
mumming, consumed in compotations, 
in Interludes, in excess of wine, in 
mad mirth.” was the natural reaction 
o£ intelligent and thoughtful minds 
against the excesses of a festival 
which had ceased to be a Christian 
holiday, but was dominated by a lord 
of misrule who did not hesitate to In­ 
vade the churches in time of service 
In his noisy revels and sports. English 
churchmen long ago revolted against 
such Christmas observance. 
Of the first pilgrim Christmas we 
know but little, save that It was spent 
as was many a later one. in work. 


By 1G59 the Puritans had grown to 
hate Christmas more and more. 
It 
was, to use Shakespeare's words, “the 
bug that feared them all.” 
The very 
name smacked to them of incense, 
stole and monkish custom. Any person 
who observed it as a holiday by for­ 
bearing of labor, feasting or any other 
way was to pay 5 shillings fine, so 
desirous were they to “beate down ev- 
ery sprout of Episcopacie.” 
Judge Sewall watched jealously the 
feeling of the people with regard to 
Christmas and noted with pleasure on 
each succeeding year the continuance 
of common traffic throughout the day. 
Such entries as this show his attitude: 
“Dec. 25, 1085. 
Carts come to town 
and shops open as usual. 
Some some­ 
how observe the day, but are vexed, I 
believe, that the body of people pro­ 
fane it. and blessed be God no author­ 
ity yet to compel them to keep it.” 
When the t ’hurch of England estab­ 
lished Christmas services in Boston a 
few’ 
3 ears later we find the judge 
w’aging hopeless war against Governor 
Belcher over it and hear him praising 
his son for not going with other boy 
triends to hear the novel and attrac­ 
tive services. 
lie sa3’s. “I dehort mine 
from Christmas keeping and charge 
them to forbear.’’—Alice Morse Earle.
